Martyre Abdul Qader 
was born in 1953 in Charm- 
ahal village of Obe woles- 
wali of Herat and in 1959 
he joined the primary sch- 
ool of Khawaja Madood 
Cheshti. In 1965, after gra- 
duation from the primary 
school he entered the ele- 
venth grade of teasers 
School in Herat the follow- 
ing year. Martyre Qader co- 
ntinued his education until 
12th grade and on third Aq- 
rab, 1351 (1972) in glorious 
Khalqi struggle he was mar- 
tyred by the extreme leftist 
criminals during a Khalqi 
demonstration. ,

Abdurrahman son 6t Ab- 
dul Qader was born in 1330 
(1951) in a peasant family 
in Mohammadpur village 
of Laghman province. After 
primary and secondary ed- 
ucation in Laghman, he gra- 
duated from Roashan high- 
school in 1970 and after one 
year unemployment he jo- 
ined the Laghman Munici- 
pality as a clerk. 

Before he could draw his 
first salary he was linched 
and martyred by Tkhwan- 
ul-Shayateen the pseudo- 
Muslims in savage manner 
in a rally organised by Peo- 
ple's Democratic Party of 
Afghanistan on Aarab 3 
1350 (1971). 

Martyre Abdurrahman 
entered the membership of 
PDPA in 1969 and for rea- 
lisation of democratic as- 
piration of people he with 
his ^evolutionary friends 
was engaged in struggle.

Decree INo 7 



Dowry (MaKar) and mar- 
riage expenses. 

This decree is issued for 
implementation of Article 
12 of the Basic Lines of 
Revolutionary Duties of the 
Democratic Republic of Af- 
ghanistan for ensuring of 
equal rights of women with 
men and in the field of 
civil law and for removing 
the unjust patriarchial feu- 
dalistic relations between 
husband and wife and for 
consolidation of further sin- 
cere family ties. 

ARTICLE ONE 

1. No one shall engage 
or give in marriage (nikah) 
a girl in exchange of money 
in cash or commodity. 

2. No one shall compel 
the bridegroom to pay mo- 
ney in cash or commodity 
in. the name of marriage 
portion (toyana or Walwar) 
at the time of marriage. 

ARTICLE' TWO : 

No one shall compel the 
bride groom or his guard- 
ian to prepare clothing or 



presents for the girl or her 
family in the name of Idi, 
Naurozi, Barati or other oc- 
casions. 

ARTICLE THREE: 

The girl or her guardian 
shall not take money in 
cash or commodity in the 
name of dowry (mahar) 
more than ten da r ham ac- 
cording to Shariat which 
does not exceed 300 %fs. on 
the basis of the bank rate 
of silver. 

ARTICLE FOUR: 

The engagement end ma- 
rriage shall take place on 
full consent of the parties; 
thus: 

1. No one shall force mar- 
riage. , 

2. No one shall prevent 
the free marriage of a wi- 
dow or force her into mar- 
riage because of relation- 
ship or parachial ties. 

3. No one shall prevent 
legal marriage of another 
person on the pretext of 



engagement, forced engage- 
ment expenses or by using 
force. 

ARTICLE FIVE : 

The engagement and 
marriage for women under 
16 years and for men un- 
der 18 years are not per- 
missible. 



ARTICLE SIX : 

1. Those violating, the 
provisions of this decree 
shall be liable, under con- 
ditibns to imprisonment fr- 
om six months to three 
years. 

2. The money in cash or 
commodity which has been 
accepted in violation to the 
provisions of this decree 
shall be confiscated. 

ARTICLE SIX: 

This decree shall be pro- 
mulgated after publication 
in the Official Gazzette.

In order to apprehend the 
importance of this measu- 
re, let us take a step back- 
ward and review the deve- 
lopment of the Afghan To- 
urist Organisation.

In the absen- 
ce of technical know-how 
and legal frame-work to 
develop tourism, this sec- 
tor stepped into what it 
could be termed as hapha- 
zard growth. There was 
very little coordination for 
the planning of tourism 
development even within 
the public sector and there

growing ' recognition of its 
contribution to the nation- 
al economy. This recogni- 
tion 'is world wide. Econo- 
mic planners all over the 
world, are tailoring to

it "is obvious". Tourism as 
a source to increase for- 
eign exchange earnings can 
easily compete with the 
traditional export items of 
Afghanistan and as such it 
requires an equal market- 
ing strategy and policy out- 
lines. Among policies to be 
formulated an important 
one is accommodation deve- 
lopment policy. 

No review of tourism can 
be considered complete wit- 
hout a mention of accom- 
modation. 

Facts once again 
clearly point out the 
uncoordinated efforts of 
the past and the need for a 
better and more workable 
coordination scheme in the 
future. The ATO is current- 
ly surveying tourist acco- 
mmodation establishments 
towards the implementati- 
on of a scheme of classifi- 
cation and renovation. 

ATO is further conside- 
ring construction of new 
hotels at key points all ov- 
er the country with an eye 
to provide the needed ca- 
pacity where it is most re- 
quired. To cope the pres- 
ent shortage, ATO is mak- 
ing a wider use of traditi- 
onal tent village schemes 
which has met with admir- 
ation of tourists. These 
tents (yourts) wherever po- 
ssible are equipped with 
modern fixtures. 



Until the establishment 
of the Hotel and Tourism 
Training Centre, short 
term tourist guide courses 
are set up where trainees 
(drawn from student body) 
are taught subjects includ- 
ing history, geography, 
economics, literature, anth- 
ropology, folklore, recep- 
tion and information servi- 
ces, art, etc 

It is hoped that with the 
establishment of the Train- 
ing Centre the scope and 
range of subjects are enri- 
ched with the assistance of 
a team of international ex- 
perts.

Mechanized farming c on- | 
stitutes an important obje- I 



ct of the Democratic Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan to bo- 
ost agricultural output 
with a view to expanding 
exports of agricultural ori- 
gin and consequently rai- 
se the standards of living 
of the people on the basis 
°r a progressive idealogy 
adopted by the People's De- 
mocratic Party of Afghani- , 
stan since the past 13 years' 
In 1977, total grain Outp- 
uts m Afghanistan amoun- 
ted to 4.15 million tons, 
total fruit outputs to 69? 
tputs to 660,000 tons total 
000 tons, total vegetable ou- 
cotton outputs to 136 500 
tons and total beet-root ou- 
tputs to 968,000 tons. 

The above figures could 
obviously be increased ten 
folds had farming been me- 
chanized. Afghanistan would 
have been in a position to 
export part of its grains, 
most of its fruits ana veg- 
etables a$td a large portion 
of its cotton, wool and me- 
et to earn large amounts of 
foreign exchange or obta- 
in the badly — needed capi- 
tal goods in return. 

No doubt " the Agricultu- 
ral Development Bank est- 
ablished in 1954 has been, 
importing a number of tra- 
ctors to be sold to farmers 
on instalments but the nu- 
mber has been much small- 
er compared' with the gr 



For instance, during the 
year under review, the bank 
.importing tractors or otlier^ 
viet Union and India wh 
ich were supposed to be di- 
stributed among farmers, 
imported tractors from* So- 
farm implements in one th- 
ing and making these ava- 
ilable to the deserving app- 
licants is quite another. 

The red tape each' applic- 
ant had to go through und- 
?r the despotic regime oi 
' Zaher Shah and Daoud Sh- 
ah was awful. Despite pay- 
ing his deposit the applic- 
ant had to mortgage his 
lands to the bank on the 
basis of certified docume- 
nts and pay a rather hi- 
gh interest with each in- 
stalment. 

In Other words, the anti- 
people regimes did not tru- 
st the people with machi- 
Tnes that were purchased 
with their own money. 

Besides, big land— owne- 
rs who had the purchasing 
power to get hold of one or 
.more tractors in cash or on 
instalments had these hir- 
ed to peasants who could 
not afford to buy their 
own. That is to say they 
^misused their ownership 
rights by charging the poor 
people around them at 
rates fixed by themselves.

Huwever, the above que- 
stion is directly related to 
that of land reforms which 
the popular regime has be- 
en pondering since its ince- 
ption. 

Fandl Reforms 

The Democratic Republ- 
ic of Afghanistan under 
Comerade Tarsia's leader- 
ship firmly believes that 
unless the peasants whose 
majority is deprived of cu- 
Itiveable land are in a pos- 
ition to have enough land 
to till and produce suffici- 
ent amounts of food grai- 
ns, social justice would re- 
main on the paper only Th- 
erefore, it is attaching mu- 
ch importance to an equi- 
table distribution of h.nds 
with the motto that "The 
land belongs to those who 
cultivate it" 

But each peasant is also 
to be provided with im- 
roved seeds and fertilizers 
on instalments and with in- 
formation on improved wa- 
ys of farming through sp- 
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ecial radio programmes. For I 
this, both the Improved^ 
Seeds and the. Afghan Fer- 
tilizer Companies are to be 
activated to tackle this col- 
lossal job. Considering the 
distance between Kabul 
and various parts of the co- 
untry where these are nee- 
ded and the roads on whi- 
ch the trucks should carry 
these, one can find out the 
problems involved, logistic- 
ally as well as time— wise 



The seeds and fertilizers th 
at may arrive only a few 
days later than requred, 
would be worthless as the- 
se are to be kept for the ne- 
xt sowing. 

In order to avoid this de- 
lay, the Fertilizer Company 
has built a chain of wareh- 
ouses in various points wh- 
ere improved seeds are al- 
so stored i n stock for 
the time being. But the 
number of these chains is 
to be increased shortly and 
the Improved Seeds Com- 
pany ought to have its 
own d*ain because in the 
ftear future the demand . 
for fertilizers will grow to' 
a large extent and there 
may be left no roomfor st- 
oring the seeds. The Afgh- 
an Fertilizer Company war- 
ehouses were built partly- 
through credits from thp 
World and the A^iarf Dev-< 
elopment Banks Similar cr- 
edits ought to be obtained 
, from the same sources for 
the Improved Seeds Comp- 
any to build its own ch- 
ain of warehouses. 

Water 

When speaking of- farmi- 
ng, whether mechanized or 
conventional, one can not 
avoid mentioning a few 
facts about the distribution 
of water especially m are- 
as faced with an acute sh- 
ortage. Unfortunately due, 
to the negligence of equit- 

t able distribution of almost 
every means of production 

1 including water in the past 
on the part of the infficient 
personal governments no 
wise steps were taken in 
thisl direction. 

For instance, the areas 
near the source of water 
are currently under rice 
cultivation. Since paddies 
consume a lot of water as 
these have to be innundat- 
ed most of the time, /the 
areas farther afield suffer 
from water shortage so mu- 



ch so that some villages ran J 
hardly ge t fresh drinking 
water, let alone water for 
"kharif" cultivation. 

This shortage stems from 
another shortcoming which 
could be rectified i n the 
course of a few years, had 
the governments in this co- 
untry been thinking to all- < 
eviate this hardship. Afgh- 
anistan is straddled with 
rivers and streems. These 
are in full spate in the spr- 
ing and dry in summer 
when water is needed most. 
Had any 0 f the past person 
nal governments harnessed 
some of these streams th- 
rough ordinary barrages in 
cooperation with the peop- 
le, many areas would have 
received plenty of Water 
which is now completely 
wasted in the spring. 

The present governme- 
nt motivated by the lofty 
aims of the People's De- 
mocratic Party of Afghani- 
stan is planning to resolve , 
this problem, as soon as po-^ 
, ssible because leaders of 
this party come from rural 
areas arid thus are familiar 
with problems Faced by 
the poor peasants who ha* 
ve for years been paying 
their taxes but not recei- 
ving any aid, especially as 
far as the water problem is * 
concerned. 

Fights over water have 
^ beenraging throughout the 
►country for centuries but 
the exploiting classes led 
by the royal households ha- 
ve been doing nothing bec- 
ause to them the death of 
few young peasants meant 
nothing. They even enjoy- 
ed the sight of the gory sc- 
enes and rejoiced over the 
tragic incidents . 

By harbessing these rive- 
rs and streams on the one 
hand and making the nece- 
ssary arangements for .wat- 
er distribution through a 
network of canals and cul- 
verts on thte other to makj 
water available on the bas- 
is of equality and justice 
'to relentless efforts made 
by the present governme- 
nt in a short span of time. 
Comparison 

In 1960, a total of 3,290 
> hectares of land under irri- 
gation yielded only a total 
of 3,767,000 tons of food gr- 
ains.

I veloped nations is regreta- 



ble. And it was due to lack j 
of machanized farming, s h-< 
ortage of improved seeds 
fertilizers and water as well 
as lack of modem know- 
how. Otherwise, Afghan pe- 
hydrotechnical structures 
and the soil and climate 
are good. The latter is mu- 
ch better than in Europe, 
for instance. 

Supposing that all the ab- 
ove factors are sufficiently 
available except water, wa- 
ter, all the forts will pro- 
ve futile. Therefore, if we 
tackle farming problems, 
w\?n can not overlook a sin-, 
gle factor as these ajce so 
closely interrelated and so 
strongly react to one anoth- 
er's shortage. 

At the present the peasa- 
nts who are expected to < 
have their own plots shor- 
tly under the Land Refo- 
ms are hoping that steps 
will be taken by the popul- 
ar regime to this direction 
> as soon as possible on the 
basis of the policy stateme-< 
nt of the Khalqi Regime 
which is well aware of the 
•people's problems especial- 
ly as far as farming is 
concerned. 
The people will soon wi- 
tness the cropping up of lu- 
sh green fields in areas 




where there grows no blade 
of grass through reclamati- 
on and orchards to produce^ 
a variety of fruits to supp- 
ly the home as well as fore- 
ign markets as well as sh- 
eep farms and cattle ranch- 
es to provide the under— 
norished masses with the 
needed protein. 

Evidently, Afghanistan 
will be in a position to earn 
capital goods for its grains^

The government vigoro- 
usly follows a policy aim 
ing at the preservation of 
historical and cultural mo 
numents previously left at 
the mercy of elements. 

In response to the requ 
est made- by the Afghan 
Delegation at the UNES- 
CO General Conference he- 
ld a|t Nairobi in 1976, the 
conference through its 
resolution no. 208, accepted 
Herat as the Islamic cult- 
ural seat in General Asia, 
asking rich Arab Rations to 
extend financial and te- 
chnical aid for the preser- 
vation of historical and 
cultural monuments in 
this ancient city in north- 
west Afghanistan. 

The sixth Islamic For- 
eign Ministers Conference 
held in^edda in July of 
1975 passed a resolution 
upon the proposal made 
by the Afghan Delegation 
asking participants to help 
Afghanistan through fin- 
ancial and technical assi- 
stance with a view to pre- 
serving these monuments 
in Herat. 

Consequently the secre- 
tariat of this conference 
asked the Government of 
Afghanistan through a 
note to provide informat- 
ion on the amount of the 



financial aid and *he nat- 
ure of technical assistance 
as well as the funds the go- 
vernment qould (Spare for 
this purpose so f.iat such 
aid could be solicited. 

Therefore, the Internat- 
ional Herat Project was cr- 
eated in 1977 upon the de- 
cision made by the Coun- 
cil of Ministers in that ye- 
ar within the framework 
of ithe Information and 
Culture Ministry. The pr- 
oject, in the first place, 
sent to Herat a team of 
32 comprizing experts, re- 
presentatives of various 
government agencies as 
well as teachers and stu- 
dents of the Engineering 
College, (Kabul Univertsity, 
to carry out Uhe following 
duties: 

1— Prepare the invento 
ry 'of historical monuments 

—2 Study the Behzad sc- 
hool of art. 

3— Assess the Herat Ma- 
ddressa. 

4— Survey manufacture 
of tiles, ceramics and glass 
Wares. 

5— Study local lapidary 
and engraving. 

6 — Find out more about 
handicrafts such as sericu- 
lture, carpet weaving, etc. 

7— Survey potentials of 
tourism and the present pr- 



oblems faced by , tourists 
like scarcity of hotels, tr- 
ansportation, etc. 

Divided into 7 groups, 
the team submited to the 
International . Herat 'Proj- 
ect detailed reports the 
summary of six of them 
being forwarded to the Pl- 
anning Ministry to take ac- 
tion, 



Meanwhile, the report pr- 
epared by the group of en- 
gineers formed the subje- 
ct of three lectures this su- 
mmer at the Engineering 
College. Kabul University. 

Another group staying 
in Herat not only comple- 
tes the inventory of histor- 
ical monuments but also 




that of local handicrafts. 

Since tfie UNESCO has 
recognized Herat at the 
seat of Islamic culture in 
Central Asia, the head of 
cultural operations depar- 
tment of this specialized 
agency visited Kabul in 
March of this year, discu- 
ssing matters of interest 
with Afghan authorities. 

The International Herat 
Project sent to the UNDP 
in Kabul and the UNES- 
CO in Paris lists of the 
historical monuments to be 
preserved in Herat, asking 
for the launching of «n 
international campaign in 
this connection next autu- 
mn with the help of certa- 
in Islamic and other frien- 
dly countriess. 

Also the head of the 
UNESCO cultural departm- 
ent v;as scheduled to disc- 
uss with Afghan authorit- 
ies in Kabul late this Sep- 
tember details of this int- 
ernaional camapaign. 

In talks with the UNES- 
CO officials, their attention 
has bf;en drawn to the 
grave danger posed to the 
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Pay-i-Hisar (Fort of Ekhtia- ruddin) Herat 
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The Kabul 



Thermal Power Station 
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Jam Minaret by the stream 
swiftly flowing on either 
side of this monument wi- 
th a view to fortifuling its 
base. The UNESCO approp- 
riated $30,000 from its em- 
ergency funds for this pur- 
pose from which a Toyota 
pickup has been purchased 
and a number of sacks co- 
ntaining gravel placed ar- 
ound the base to protect it 
from further ravages. At 
present, one UN expert and 
two from the International 
Herat Project are engaged 
in these operations. 

In addition to that, the 
UNESCO has agreed to pay 
$3,000 toward the expenses 
of the group of engineers 
that prepared in two phas- 
es the inventory of the 
historical monuments in 
Herat. 

Two otfaer fields which 

will be studied independe- 
ntly are to cover the ling* 
uistics and cultural history 
of the region and relation- 



ships between man and his 
environment froim a cultu- 
ral viewpoint. 

The Information and Cu- 
lture Ministry has agreed 
to the proposal made. * by 
the Asia Institute of . Sca- 
ndinavia to begin its stud- 
ies in Herat next autumn 
to shed light on the above 
and other related matters; 

Since the main purpose 
of the International He- 
rat Project is the preserv- 
ation of historical monum- 
ents in that ancient city, it 
will save from collapse two 
monuments this year, na- 
mely, the Zeyaratja Mosq- 
ue ^and the Dome of the 
Great Mullah . 

Though no mention has 
been made about the pre- 
servation and davelpoment 
of folk music in Herat in 
the project's action progr- 
amme, it has studied the j 
possibilities of running a 
music course which will be 
opened this year* 



The Kabul Thermal pow- 
er station is built in order 
to supplement power sup- 
ply in the capital when hy- 
del power output is limited, 
due to drought. 

According to the Plann- 
ing and Engineering Depar- 
tment of the Ministry of 
Water and Power, the infr- 
astructure of the station, 
consisting of foundations 
for the equipment and re- 
serve tanks, control rooms, 
etc. have been completed 
in 1977 by the Irrigation 
Construction Company but 
the mountng of the equpm- 
ent by the Afghan personn- 
el under the supervision of 
the BBC Company of Swit- 
zerland and that of an eng- 
ineer from the Oscar Von 
Miller Company of FUG is 
to be completed in six mon- 
thse time. 



The equipment comprize 
two gas turbines each wi 
th a capacity of more than 
21,000 kilowatts. The station 
is to operate with a capaci- 
ty of 4 megawatts. It will 
have, an additional steam 
turbine with a capacity of 
22,000 kilowatts to raise the 
total output one and a half 
times without requiring ad- 
ditional fuel. 

The Kabiul Thermal Pow- 
er Station can be operated 
through crude oil, diesel or 
natural gas. In order to ut- 
ilize domestic condensife, a 
reserve tank for this shall 
be built in the industrial 
sector of Kabul. 

The contract for importin 
equipment and supplies 
needed for the station was 
signed with the BBC to the 
tune of SW. 27,905,000 as 
the latter had won the awa- 
rd in the international bid- 
ding. 



Todate, 85% of the work 
on the station has been co- 
mpleted with more than 10 
foreign and 33 local expe- 
rts carrying out various jo- 
bs. 

The consultative work on 
the station is carried out 
by the Oscar Von Miller 
Company on a contract bas- 
is against DM. 44,270. 

The total cost of the sta- 
tion is estimated at Afs.600 
million 81% of which will 
be paid from the World Ba- 
nk $10 million long term 
credit and the balance from 
the government "developm- 
ent budget. 

The contract for the 43, 
000 kilowatt thermal pow- 
er station equipment and 
supplies signed with the 
BBC Company of Switzerl- 
and in 1976 has been carri- 
ed out and the station is 
expected to be completed 
late in 1978,
